Claim Objections 

1. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following 
informalities: ''the coil member" still lacks antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this' Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Dalziel (US 6844952) . 

Dalziel shows a deflection device including a deflection 
element (mirror 110), a drive portion (105, 106; note the 
paragraph bridging col. 4-5) driving the deflection element 
about two axes, a fixing portion (120) supporting and fixing the 



deflection element, a movable portion (107, 110) including the 
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deflection element, a support member (101) for supporting and 
being connected to the fixing portion, and a gel damping 
member (130) between the movable portion and the fixing portion, 
wherein the damping member is provided in a vertical direction 
relative to the deflecting plane at the center of the rear side 
of the movable deflection element and thus near the rotation 
center of the deflection element (see fig. 2A,etc.)- Dalziel 
further shows a projection (part of 120) extending to the rear 
side of the deflection member almost in the center part, with 
the damping member between the movable portion and this 
projection. 

Dalziel further shows first (105) and second (106) coil 
members and teaches a magnet outside the periphery of these 
coils (paragraph bridging col. 4-5), a frame member (107) 
directly supporting the deflection element, with the coils built 
into this frame. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S-C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
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the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Dalziel. 

Dalziel teaches that the damping member (130) may be a dot 
of elastic material bonding the deflection element to the fixing 
portion(120) (note col. 6 lines 8-20). It appears that this 
would result in the dot of elastic material taking on a 
cylindrical shape due to its bonding contact between the 
deflection element and the fixing portion. However, since a 
cylindrical shape is not explicit in Dalziel' s disclosure, 
damping members with cylindrical shapes are well known in the 
art. It would have been obvious to the ordinarily skilled 
artisan at the time of invention to modify Dalziel' s damping 
member to have (at least partially) a cylindrical shape since 
this arrangement would allow for more contact with the 
deflection element, thus providing either better bonding 
surfaces or additional damping of vibrations. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground (s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 

1. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. McClelland 
discloses a deflection member including a damping member 
associated therewith (e.g. figs. 12-14) . 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS
